This fine expanse is by no meaus to bo 
confounded with one similar in shape, if 
not in extent, leading out of Hudson Bay 
in the Northwest territory, after which it 
was probably named. Tho bay we allude 
to i« much neorear home, and i8, in fact, 
•whatever may be its claims to tho pictur 
esque, the fag-end our harbor, the joy of 
suburban geeae and ducks and tho refuge 
of storm-beaten gulls and divers. It is 
spanned by abridgo whose infirmities aro 
increasing year by year in spite of "an an- 
nual outlay for repairs. Tho tide flows 
out and in with undeviating regularity; 
but when it leaves the mud flats exposed 
they are noithor sightly to the eye nor do 
they promote a pleasant atmosphere in tho 
neighborhood. The city at present seems 
to be fully bent on the inarch of improve- 
ment. Real ostato has advanced and the 
passing of tho Settlement Bill has en- 
couraged everybody. The city lias recent- 
ly beon furnished with the electric light. 
It is needless to say this was a stop which 
could hardly have been expected to have 
been taken for some years. There is 
reason to hope, therefore, that when an 
old idea is revived which was first mooted 
by the writer some 20 years ago it will bo 
accorded a favorable reception, especially 
as if it is not carriod out the alternative 
of a new bridge at considerable cost must 
form part of tho programme of tho future. 
Tho project is to build a seawall some 150 
feet across the bay aud outside the present 
bridge and gradually fill in tho salubrious 
pond with gravel and rubbish, in fact, 
make it a common dumping ground, with 
certain restrictions as to the materials de- 
posited there. A seawall would, no doubt, 
cost something considerable, but there is 
this advantage about it, that it could be 
completed as convenience dictated and 
the outlay extended over a longer or 
Bhorter period of time. This wall only 
require to rise a foot or two above tho 
level of high tide. A new bridge, on the 
other hand, would havo to bo completed 
as speedily as possiblo and tho outlay 
wade at once. The seawall Iiaa, more- 
over, another advantage; tho land reclaim- 
ed would more than defray the expenses 
of the work, and it is possible that on this 
account a company could be formed to 
undertake it even city declined. It is 
estimated that no less than 30 town lots 
would be created on either aide the site 
of the bridge by the filling in of tho bay, 
which would sell for more than tho cost 
of the aea wall and probably leave a hand- 
somo margin, leaving to the good the re- 
maining laud reclaimed. It ia rumored 
that a bill will shortly come before the 
house to construct a tramway fur bringing 
goods from thene w Victoria wharf at Shoal 
point round to the city. Should this 
project be finally determined on the 
present bridge would have to be widen- 
ed, which would involvo considerable 
expense, and the questiow. arises if the 
two schemes could not be mutually made 
to aid one another so far as forming a 
permanent roadway across tho bay is con- 
cerned. As regards filling in the big pond 
of liquid mud inside the bridge, which in 
now such a, doubtful luxury, the. work 
wight receive considerable assistance from 
the superfluous ballast of the Island rail- 
way from which a rough tramway might 
bo run for the purpose. It is not 
our object at present to go into the details 
of the work, but simply to bring it before 
the public again with the peculiar condi - 
tions and advantages which would sur- 
round such an enterprise at the present 
time. The work is one which will bo ex- 
ecuted eventually on the scores of econ- 
omy and sanitary and the question for the 
citizens is whether the present time is not 
the best or, at least, aa good as any other.

Fourth Provincial Legislative 
Assembly. 

SECOND SESSION. 

Monday, Deo. 17. 
settlement bill. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho moved that tho house 
go into committee on the Settlement Bill. 

Mr. Beaven claimed that tho bill had 
not been pioperly introduced to this house 
in accordance with the 85th section of the 
rules of order. Ho also oluimed that under 
54th seotion of the B. NT. A. Act the bill 
should have originated by a message from 
his excellency as it proposed to transfer 
large tracts of land to Canada. 

Ho;>. Mr. Smithe expressed astonish- 
ment at the assurance of the leader of tho 
opposition. The sections quoted had no 
bearing on this bill. There wss no money 
vote proposed and the clause could not be 
twistod into auy bearingon the bill before 
the house. 

Mr. Armstrong sustained Mr. Beaven'? 
view,and said if we were not giving money 
we wore giving land. 

Mr. Speaker said the ground was not 
well taken. The 54th rule applied to bills 
dealing with tho public revenue or taxes. 
This bill was not a charge on tho rovenuo 
of tho province. The same course was 
followed this year as last, and no excep- 
tion was taken. If it had boon taken it 
would not have had any weight. 

Mr. Beaven said the Clements Bill or- 
iginated with his honor the governor. 

Mr. Speaker — The bill referred to eman- 
ated from a private company and tho 
house was called on to grant them certain 
privileges. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe pointed out the dis- 
tinction between the two matters. 

Mr. Beaven, amid general derisive 
laughter, contended that crown lands are 
public revenue. 

Mr. Speaker — Thia land is not given to 
a private company. It is given tu the 
Dominion Government. Even if it were 
a private compauy ho doubted if the point 
was well taken (hear). 

Mr. Beaven thon moved that the com - 
mittee bo empowered to insert the neces- 
sary provision in Bill (No. 2) intituled 
"An act rolating to the Island railway, 
tho graving dock and railway lands of. the 
province," to prevent the employment of 
Chinese in the construction of tho public 
works referred to-therein. 

Mr. Speaker said the motion was out of 
order- May, pages 510and 515, showed that 
the committee have the power to make 
tho provision asked for, therdfore it was 
out of order for tho house to command 
tho committee to do what they already 
had the power to do. On tho question, 
That I do now leave the chair? an amend- 
ment of the kind might be in ordor, but 
it was even then subject to grave objec- 
tion. 

Mr. Armstrong then moved in amond- 
mont that further action be not taken on 
tho bill until the matter has been referred 
to the peoplo at a general election by a 
dissolution of tho house. 

Seconded by Mr. Helgeson. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said this amendment 
was also out of order. This houso had no 
powor to ask his excellency to dissolve it. 
The house could not pass a resolution of 
the kind and he raised a point of order. 

Mr. Baaven said the house was merely 
expressing an abstract opinion. 

Mr. Speaker thought tho amendment 
in order, being a mere abstract expres- 
sion of opinion. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked if after the house 
had resolved to go into committee a reso- 
lution of tho kind was admissible? He 
submitted that it was only competent to 
move such a resolution before the house 
had resolved to go into committee of the 
"whole. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe referred to soveral in- 
stances when ciraendinonta expressing an 
abstraqt opinion had been moved by him 
and ruled out of order. Ha contended 
that this amendment was cloarly out of 
ordor. 

Hon. Mr. Davie referred to May, pages 
510 and 514, to establish his position pre- 
viously taken. 

Mr. Speaker said that although' irregu- 
gular the amendment was not out of 
order. 

Mr. Beaven warmly advocatod the pas- 
aageof the amendment. The people should 
bo consulted. Moreover, the provincial 
secretary had stated that tho railway 
lands were to be sold at 81 an acre. Cor- 
respondence which had since been laid be- 
fore the house would show that thore was 
no such agreemont. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — I never said that 
under that agreement or any other agree- 
ment those lands would be sold at a dol- 
lar an aero. The Dominion government 
at first did not wiah to sell tho lands 
to actual settlers at §1 an acre; but since 
Sir Alexander Campbell's return to Otta- 
wa they had agreed to do so to actual set 
tiers. (Cheera.) 

Mr. Beaven — Thohon. provincial secre- 
tary said tho other evening that the com - 
ingrace would bo half English, half Chi- 
neao and half Indian. (Cries, "No, no.") 

Hon. Mr. Robson interrupted by say- 
ing that if tho hon. member persisted in 
making such statements ho would sub- 
ject himself to constant interruptions. 
What he Bald was that if the policy of the 
hon. gentleman was successful there would 
be seen a huge cave at the entrance of 
which would stand a creature half white, 
half Indian and very much Chinese who 
would bar development. In speaking >f 
a Si wash-Chinaman he merely represented 
a possible creature as tho natural result of 
tho policy of the lato government of 
which tho leader of the opposition was a 
member (laughter) a creature of Mr. Bea- 
ven's own creation — his own child, in fact, 
which this government had strangled. 
(Uproarious merriment.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho resolution 
should bo voted down. In the first place 
he would mention that tho statoment re- 
ferred to in the correspondence was 
neither an ordor in council nor official 
correspondence. He had not had an op- 
portunity to previously bring it bofore tho 
house. It had been recoivod too 
late to be earlier submitted. If 
tho hon. gentleman had read the cor- 
respondence he would see that it was 
stated the lands would be sold ft 81 
an acre to aotual settlers. Sir Aloxandur 
Campbell had definitely conceded the 
point, but could not embody it in a 
momorandum until after rocoiving the 
sanction of his colleagues. He had re- 
ceived a telegram from Sir A. Campbell, 
dated Doc. 10, confirming his (Sir A. 
Campbell's) statement when hore, regard- 
ing the disposal of the lands. This clearly 
showed his arrangement had been agrood 
to by tho Dominion government. 
Instructions had been received by 
Mr. Trutch authorizing him to 
open an office for the sale of rail- 
way land on the mainland. The discussion 
on the second reading of the bill had 
sufficiently exhausted the question and 
further remarks were superfluous (hear). 

Mr. Grant favored the placing of tho 
question beforo the people for their ratifi- 
cation. He repeated his objections to the 
bill as urged on Friday. 

Mr. Duck said the thing to be consider- 
ed was what would be tho eflfeot of the 



loss of this bill ? This amendment, if 
paused, would postpone for six months its 
passage and would stagnate and ruin the 
province. He was satisfied that whilo a 
majority or his constituents" might not 



monoys having been expended except 
trifling and necessary expenditure. This 
had been repaid by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and the whole of tho provincial 
outlay would bo repaid. His pledges to 



like tho bill they were no »rly all' tu favor his constituency had been fully carried 



of accoptiug it as the host that could bo 
got (cheers). The postponement of tho 
bill would bo most disastrous and ho 
would vote against tho amendment (loud 
cheers). 

Hon. Mr. Robson wished to correct the 
orroneous statements made so frequently 
by the member for Cawsiur. That hon. 
geutleir.an had drawn a picture of tho 
wonderful powor of tjio railroad contrac- 
tors over Clio lands ceded and said that 
they might exclude any settlers on the 
pretext that tho land applied for came 
under the detiu ition of timber,inineral lands 
or landa required for reservation. That 
member should hear in mind that the 
jurisdiction of theso lands for four years 
would rest with the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands & Works, who would most cer- 
taimy administer them in a spirit strictly 
favoraido to the settler. He apprehended 
that within the railway Delt there would 
never be the slightest trouble for tho 
government to obtain grants of sites for 
school reserves. Those •unreasonable ob- 
jections hud been advanced by a member 
iorCassiar who had not the courage of his 
convictions to vote upon the bill which lio 
had characterized in tho strjtigoatlanguago 
as one of the blackest and most pernicious 
measures that had ever boen submitted to 
a legislature. The positioii a he (the member 
for Oajaiar) occupied was humiliating in 
(he extreme. Ho had spoken aguinst tho 
bill and theu in tile most cowardly manner 
had sneaked o'tf the floor and would not 
vote at all. The member for Cassiar had 
now allied himself to tho member for Now 
Westminster and was doing his best to 
obstruct the progress of business by mak- 
ing most unwarranted statomonts, but tho 
good sonso of tho house was too strong to 
Oo blinded by such egregious claptrap, or 
such cowardly conduct as that of which 
the member for Ouasiar- had been guilty 
(loud cheers). 

The speaker then put tho question that 
the words stand part of question with tho 
result that the motion tu go into com- 
mittee was carried— 14 to 7 (loud cheers). 
The houso thou went into committee, Mr. 
'Helgeaen in tho chair. 

Soction 1 passed. 

Clausn a having been read, Mr. Beaven 
raised an objection, but the clauso was 
passed. 

Clause b passod. 

Clause c. Speaking to clauso c Hon. 
Mr. Smitho said that beforo the Dominion 
government could sell the land in Peace 
river they would have tooxpend largo suras 
of money su;h as surveying tho country, 
making roads, etc., which would directly 
benefit this province. If they waited till 
tho province itaolf built these roads they 
would have to wait a very long time in- 
deed. He did not thiuk a member on tho 
mainland would be willing to vote a single 
dollar" for expenditure on Peace river 
roads. 

Sub sections 0, D, E and F, passed. 

Mr. Heaven wanted to know tho amount 
the province was entitled to receive from 
the Dominion government in return for 
expenditure on the dry dock. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said speaking approxi- 
mately, §133,000. 

Mr, Galbraith wanted to know tho am- 
ount to bo expended on the mainland out 
of tho grant of 8250,000. 

Bon. Mr. Smithe said the government 
proposed expending tho whole of 8250,- 
000 on the mainland. The refund of 
moneys expended on construction of the 
dock would be reserved for the benefit of 
tho island. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Allen said last session it was dis- 
tinctly understood that all the moneys 
accruing fr no tho hauding over of the 
dock would be applied for the benefit of 
the mainland'.' • He hoped this would be 
the case. 

(A member: I hope it won't ) 

Mr. Beaven took the same view of the 
oasti as " Mr Allen, and ajcused the gov- 
ernment of sinking as much money on the 
dock as the late government, so that in 
that respost both were equally culpable. 
It was to bo regretted that the question 
of mainland and island interests should 
have been brought into this question. If 
wants were felt on island or mainland 
they should bo dealt with on their merits. 
Out of the moneys votjd for roads, streets 
and bridges, the island was only entitled 
to the sum of £25,000. Tho hoi), gentle- 
man gradually became excited and said 
that if it could be proved members from 
the mainland had been bribed to vote for 
tho bill, a royal commission should bo 
hsld and if the charge was substantiated 
the members vrould not only be deprived 
of their seats but debarred from all claims 
as electors of the country. (RoarB of 
laughter.) 

Mr. Allen thought tho last speaker had 
been the first to broach the subject of in- 
dividual interest on the part of mainland 
and island. (Hear.) 

Mr. John took the same view. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that both had 
been treated with strict impartiality', but 
there would in future no longer be even 
an excuse for sectional feeling between 
mainland and island. In order to make 
a full and equitable settlement it had been 
agreed the Dominion Government should 
pay ovor to the island 8250,000. The 
provincial government had decided that 
it would bo only fair to the mainland that 
the sum be expended on it. This conces- 
sion was made independently of any feel- 
ing with which mainland members might 
regard the bill. So eager had Sir Alex- 
ander Campbell been to arrive at an 
amicable settlement that in spite of tho 
money sunk in the dock through tho ac- 
tion of an incompetent government 
he agreed t > refund all tho money ex- 
pended by tho province in this way. Had 
the lato government retained office this 
would never have boon the case. Tho to- 
tal amount, received from Canada would 
bo paid to the province and this was Bot- 
tled definitely beyond fear of carping on 
tiki \>»rt of the Dominion Government. 
Sir Alexander C impbell had been its ac- 
credited agent and every word in tho bill 
had been favorably perused by tho Cana- 
dian ministry. 

Mr. Beaven said tho boh. premier's 
words wore at variance with the docu- 
ments to which ho constantly referred as 
authorities. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe in replying said it was 
distinctly understood the Dominion Gov- 
ernment after complying with tho provi- 
sions of subsection G distinctly repudiat- 
ed any further liability. The provincial 
government was responsible for any claims 
that might arise with reference to past 
construction. 

Mr. Galbraith said in that event tho 
province did not know what it was get- 
ting. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe informed the speaker 
that tho claims of McNamoo & Co. against 
the provincial government wore nil. 

Tna attorney-general alluding to the re 
marks of Mr. Beaven, said tho people of 
Lillooot district were right in believing 
the provincial revenues had been largely 
absorbed in tho drydock notwithstanding 
the province might bo ultimately recoup- 
ed. He had not consented to any further 
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out, for we bad got, rid of provincial re- 
sponaibility for the dock and had oblainod 
in return what it had cost tho country. 

Hon, Mr. Smitho corroborated the hut 
spoakor and said that the work was stop- 
ped as soon as it was possible Of course 
money had to be laid out to pay for labor 
oniployed by tho late government but the 
house itself had not voted a single ctMit 
and work was ceased as quickly as was ex- 
pedient. 

Mr. McLeese said they all had the in- 
terest of tho country at heart, and that 
of thB mainland in particular. (Laughter.) 
The hon. gentleman thon procoedetl to 
speak as to tho state of mainland hinds, 
when he was called to ordor by the chair- 
man. He said ho claimed an equal right 
with other members to speak of the wants 
of his district. Tho chairman said he had, 
but had had his shuro. (Laughter.) The 
hon. gentleman, however, in spite of 
cries of "chair"insistod on speaking about 
the roads, and said that although tho pres- 
ent government had done hotter than pre- 
vious onos in the matter of roads (hoar, 
hear) a great deal remained to be done, 
and ho meant to use his best endeavors to 
attain that ond. 

Sub-sections /t, i and /; passed. 

Clauses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7 passod. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho had an amendment 
to clauso 8. He would move that tho 
words t 'enabling the government of 
Canada .tcf construct," in the first line be 
struck out and the words "facilitating the 
construction of" inserted instead. 

Clause as amended passed. 

Mr. Beaven suggested that clause 9 be 
Amended to read that the terminus of the 
line be at Victoria, that tho lino be car- 
ried to Esquimalt and thence within tho 
municipality of Nanaimo. This could not 
be objected to by the Dominion govern- 
ment and was, he thought, acceptable to 
all members of tho house. If the direc- 
tion of tho line was to bo us above (which 
had been indicated) it had better be in- 
sorted. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said he had refrained 
from taking any part in tho debate, but 
roso to explain. The contract had boen 
signed by his assoo'ates as well as him- 
self, and no matter how willing he might 
bo,and though it might not afleet him,' ho 
did not th nk-theaniendir.e it advisable. He 
would uover have touched this railroad 
unless in company with his associates. 
When tho matter was broached lie deter- 
mined to jmt his shoulder to the wheel, 
and thought that by combining the rail- 
way and coal, working together it might 
bo possible to obtain interest 'on capital 
oxpouded. His colleagues were not over 
eager and should any amendment be in- 
sorted it might give them an opportunity 
to back out of tho contract on the plea 
that it had boon altered. At tho same 
time he assured the house the direction 
of the branch line would be as stated and 
completed moreover by the time tho main 
line was finished (hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the contractors 
had deposited 8250,000 as security bind- 
ing them to their agreement. If an 
amendment of this kind was inserted they 
might decline to fulfil the contract. 

Mr. Galbraith moved that the rest of 
tho bill be taken as read, but after a pro- 
tost from the member for Yale, withdrew 
his motion. 

Mr. Beaven said Mr. Dunsmuir talked 
a good deal about his deposit of 8^50,000. 
That gentleman had no cause to grumble; 
it was drawing 4 per cent, interest. [Mr. 
Duusmuir— You wouldn't lend your 
monoy at that rate yourself (laughter)]. 
No interruptions from the member for 
Nanaimo would deter him from speaking. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said the last speaker wa3 
vory fond of going before the country. 
He was willing to resign his seat if the 
hon. gentleman would do the eamo, and 
would contest with- him tho seat for 
Victoria. Let him take up tho challenge. 

Mr- Beaven said they would not go to 
tho polls on equal grounds; ho doubted if 
the member for Nanaimo was eligible to 
sit after having been requested by so 
many of his constituents to resign. If 
tho bill passed, he would not be able to 
retain h'a seat. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said he mado the con- 
tract with the Dominion and not with tho 
provincial government. 

Tho chairman hore called tho hon. 
gentleman to ordor and'clausos 10 to 27 
More passed. 

.Speaking to clause 27 Mr. Rayboulu 
moved tho iusertipn of the words "Not- 
withstanding anything in this act contain- 
ed, the Dominion government shall not 
be entitled to more than alternate sections 
of two miloa in the railway belt on Van- 
couver Island." 

Hon. Mr. Smithe had no objection to 
the amendment in itself, but its insertion 
would imperil the passage of the. whole 
bill which must pass through in its 
ontirety. 

Ameudmont was lost and clauso 27 and 
remaining clauses passed. 

The coinmittou rose and reported pro- 
gress and asked leave to sit again. 

Tho houso then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
to-day.

Messrs. G. K. Barnes, general emigra- 
tion and pasBonger agent for the Northern 
Pacific railway, accompanied by hia wife 
and son.andE. P. Rogers, superintendent 
of passenger traffic at Portland, arrived 
in tho city on Saturday afternoon. The 
visit of these gentlemen being of an im- 
portant nature a representative of the 
Coloniat waited upon them at the Driard 
Houso and gleanod from them much in- 
formation of an interesting character to 
British Columbians in connection with 
future operations of that important rail- 
way and its allied connections. 

Mr. Barnes wo found to be a frank, in- 
telligent gentleman, fully alive to the im- 
portance and responsibility of his position 
as head of the land'department, embracing 
the emigration bureau whoso jurisdiction 
oxtends from St. Paul westward to tho 
Idaho line. He is likewise superintendent 
of the passengor traffic, with headquarter 
at St. Paul. Their objece in visiting 
Victoria was to view tho city, ascertain its 
wants in reference to shipping facilities 
and ai range for iive representatives at this 
point. Mr. Barnes had heard much of 
Victoria, and is more than 'disappointed 
with the city, its great natural beauty 
and glorious surroundings and amazed at 
the wonderfully fine weather wo are new 
onjoying as compared with the east. Both 
gentlemen drove around the city and 
its environs considerably yesterday and at 
every point saw some now object to cal. 
forth their admiration. The interests of 
the N. P. It. are so closely identified with 
that of this country that every effort will 
be made to draw closer these relations by 
increased facilities for transportation being 
provided by the company to meet the re- 
quirements of our business men 'and 
travelling community . A large emigration 
is certain to set in from tho east for the 
west and much of the tide is expected by 
these gentlemen to pass over their lines.
